A Radiance of the Wheel-House.

An Incident occurred recently on one of the 
river ateamlioata plying between th id city and 
one of the Interior towns, which may serve to 
point a moral if not to adorn a (coat) tail.

The report of a majority of the House Se­ 
lect Committee upon tho charge against Sec­ 
retary Ilobeson, say* his accuser totally failed 
to produce a single witness, or any proof 
whatever, tending In the slightest degree to 
maintain any of the charges, or to throw even 
a doubt or suspicion upon the personal char­ 
acter of the Secretary. 
If it were desirable to 
refer to the testimony at nil in detail 'twould 
not be for any purpose of refutation, but only 
to exhibit the m alignant and wanton charac­ 
ter of the libels which gave rise to the Inves­ 
tigation. 
The committee feel Justified In de­ 
nouncing them as tho most extraordinary li­ 
bel* ever published In this country, and a 
shameful perversion of the privilege* of the 
press. 
After a 
careful investigation, they 
were unable to And even any errors or irreg­ 
ularities of adm inistration which xvould ju sti­ 
fy any action by the House, or cast uny dis­ 
credit ujion the Secretary. 
Most of the m at­ 
ter* which have been ever attem pted to be 
criticised, hax'e lieen acts of bureau officers 
following a routine long established under for­ 
mer adm instration* and decisions upon statues 
made bv former secretaries; such officer* ac­ 
ting with liost of motives, and for the interest 
of Government relatives.
